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EXPORT SUMMARY 


U.S. exports of horticultural products during February, the fifth month of 
fiscal year (FY) 1985, totaled $197 million, 6 percent above February a year 
earlier. Lower earnings from most commodity areas were more than offset by 
positive results generated by tree nuts and hops. While the entire tree nut 
category showed strength, shelled almonds continue to be the star performer. 
Shelled almond exports reached $26.7 million in February compared to only 
$11.1 million in February 1984. A large almond shipment of nearly 11,000 tons 
to the Soviet Union along with heavier sales to Western Europe accounted for 
most of the gain. Shelled almond export earnings to date in FY 1985 are up 75 
percent over last year. Hop exports were boosted by increased shipments to 
Venezuela and the Philippines in February. Fresh fruit exports were aided by 
a $5 million increase in apple sales resulting from a larger movement to the 
Far East and to the Middle East but overall performance was, nevertheless, 
disappointing because of poor citrus results. Dried fruit exports in February 
were strengthened by high unit prices for raisins and larger prune shipments. 
Exports of fruit juice declined largely in response to smaller orange juice 
sales. With orange juice inventories now improving and price levels 
softening, orange juice exports can be expected to improve in the near-term. 
Horticultural exports for entire FY 1985 (October 1984-September 1985) are 
forecast at $2.6 billion, the same as in FY 1984.

MARKET ACCESS 


MARKET ACCESS AND OPPORTUNITIES 


--Japan_announced_on March 7, 1985, a fresh orange import quota of 80,000 
metric tons. This quantity is part of the 104,000 ton quota to be allocated 


for Japanese fiscal year 1985 that began April 1, 1985. The remaining 
portions of the total annual quota are likely to be announced in September or 
October 1985. The 80,000 ton quota includes a seasonal allocation of 
51,000 tons which can be imported only during June-August 1985. The balance 
(29,000 tons) can be imported at any time during the 6-month validity of the 
import licenses issued under the quota. 


--—Japan recently announced an additional apple juice import ota of 1,000 
metric tons of 5 to 1 concentrate for Japanese fiscal year FY) 1984. Import 
licenses issued under this quota are valid for six months. The additional 
1,000 tons brings the total apple juice quota announced for JFY 1984 to 2,000 
tons. The minimum annual quota specified in the April 1984 trade agreement 
with the United States is 1,000 tons. Supplies of domestic apple juice are 
currently tight in Japan because of the sharply reduced availability of apples 
for processing in 1984. Therefore, it is anticipated that the juice import 
quota for fiscal 1985 will be announced earlier than the initial allocation of 
the 1984 quota, which was made in August. 


--Food product sales by department stores in Japan increased 3.6 percent to 
1,378 billion yen ($5.8 billion) in 1984. Supermarket sales rose 1.4 percent 
to 4,353 billion yen ($18.4 billion). The higher growth rate for department 
stores is an encouraging sign for U.S. exporters. These stores tend to handle 


proportionately more imported food products than supermarkets. 


—Japanese imports of soups dropped 50 percent over the past five years, 


primarily because of increased competition from domestic soup products. 
Imports totaled 1,961 tons in 1984, down from 3,904 tons in 1977, with the 
United States supplying over 90 percent of these imports. The market share of 
imports is now less than 20 percent compared to over one-third four years 
earlier. Although U.S. soups are price competitive with Japanese products, 
they apparently are not as competitive in terms of packaging and adaptability 
to changing consumer demand. U.S. canned soups typically have paper labels 
while Japanese products, increasingly preferred by consumers, have labels 
which are lithographed directly on cans. Moreover, consumer tastes are 
Switching away from canned soups to dried soups and to soups packed in retort 
containers. About 80 percent of the soups currently sold in Japan are dried 
soups, and Japanese processors are quick to market innovative new dried 
products that meet special consumer needs such as "Stick packs" for lunch 
boxes. 


--The Council of the European Community (EC) has authorized the continued use 


of the fungicide Thiabendazol (TBZ) on citrus and bananas until January 1, 
1986. The tolerance level is 6 parts per million. An EC Commission proposal 
to permit the use of TBZ after January 1, 1986, without any time limit is 
under consideration by the Council. This proposal also would add potassium 
bisulphite and natamycin to the list of preservatives authorized for use on 
food products. 


MARKET ACCESS 


--On_February 27, 1985, Hong Kong increased taxes on beer and some wines to 


increase government revenues. This action, in addition to raising revenue, 
eliminates preferential tax treatment for domestic products. The tax changes 
are listed below:

The United States exported $2.2 million of beer and $462,000 of wine to 
Hong Kong in 1984. Most of these wines are believed to be of the "European 
type" and, therefore, are not affected by the tax increase. 


-—-Jordan has substantially raised import duties on tree nuts to cut back on 


imports of these products. The old and new duty rates are as follows:

The United States exported $1.5 million of almonds, $96,000 of filberts, and 
$7,000 worth of walnuts to Jordan in 1984. 


--On February 26, 1985, Chile announced a reduction in the uniform duty rate 


from 35 percent to 30 percent ad valorem. The Chilean peso was also devalued 
9 percent against the U.S. dollar to about 144 pesos per dollar. 


MARKET PROMOTION 


—Food manufacturers in the United Kingdom would be required to label their 
products so that both total fat content and the amount of saturated fatty 


acids are clearly shown, under legislation the U.K.'s Ministry of Agriculture 
plans to introduce. These labeling requirements would probably cover all 
processed foods except those with minimal fat content, such as _ processed 
fruits and vegetables. 


--The United Kingdom has raised excise taxes on beer and wine. These tax 


increases were announced March 19 by the Chancellor of the Exchequer. They 
are listed below:

Still wines with an alcoholic strength exceeding 22 percent are taxed at a 
rate of 194.90 pounds per hectoliter plus 15.77 pounds for every percentage 
point, or part of 1 percent, in excess of 22 percent. Sparkling wines of an 
alcoholic strength of 15 percent or more bear the same taxes as still wines. 
In 1984, the United States exported $506,000 of beer and $5.8 million of wine 
to the United Kingdom. 


--Finland_ allowed resumption of imports of fresh carrots for table use on 
March 18, 1985. A short Finnish carrot crop of variable quality prompted this 


action. Israel is the major supplier of Finnish imports, but Finnish 
statistics show purchases from the United States of 990 tons in 1983 and 290 
last year. 


MARKET PROMOTION 


--The Forei Agricultural Service (FAS) rticipated in the International 
Food Exhibition in London, England, February 25-March 1, 1985. A total of 
1,300 companies from 51 countries displayed products at the exhibition. U.S. 
firms and associations exhibiting at the FAS booths showed a wide array of 
products including dried fruit, tree nuts, cranberries, fresh fruit, and 
frozen potatoes. The exhibition attracted almost 37,000 trade visitors of 
which 23 percent were from countries other than the United Kingdom. 


COMMODITY UPDATE 


--The Florida Nurserymen and Growers Association (FNGA) will launch a series 
of seminars in Western Euro 


é pe beginning in April 1985 on the care and use of 
Florida tropical Ornamental plants. These seminars will follow FNGA's 
participation in the Floralies of Ghent, Belgium, a major international 
horticultural show. The seminars will be targeted at trade groups in Belgium, 
the Netherlands, and the United Kingdom. They will include presentation of a 
new video and technical manual which demonstrate the uses and maintenance 
requirements of large indoor plants. 


--Representatives from the National Pecan Marketing Council traveled to West 
Germany and the United Kingdom in March 1985 to initiate a promotion program 
for U.S. pecans. The Council and major European nut importers believe that 
the European pecan market, currently very small, can be vastly expanded with 
promotional activities’ directed at consumers. The Council plans to introduce 
its promotional campaign to trade groups this spring, and then launch retail 
promotions during the fall. Promotional efforts will also be targeted at food 
manufacturing firms to encourage the use of shelled pecans in bakery and 
confectionary products. 


COMMODITY UPDATE 


—-The 1984 French prune harvest is estimated at 38,000 tons, up from the 
previous estimate of 35,000 tons. The 1984 crop is up 51 percent from 1983 
and substantially above the previous record of 35,600 tons in 1982. Intense 
cold weather which prevailed in southwestern France during January of this 
year did not affect buds for the 1985 crop. At 25,100 tons, French prune 
consumption in 1983/84 was below the level reached the three previous 
marketing years. Consumption is expected to fall even lower in 1984/85 due to 
a drop in consumer purchasing power and the large proportion of small-sized 
prunes in the 1984 crop. Efforts to expand the use of small-sized prunes for 
juice, paste and other products are underway, but the market potential for 
these products is only 2,000 tons per year. The most promising export market 
this season is the Soviet Union. Over the longer term, however, French 
producers would like to sell more prunes within the EC, especially in the 
Netherlands and West Germany where per capita consumption is low. 


--The French Government _is setting up a special aid program for fruit and 


vegetable producers. The National Office for Horticultural Products 
(ONIFLHOR) announced that in 1985 the government will provide 239 million 
French francs (about $24 million) to aid French fruit and vegetable producers 
in view of Spanish and Portuguese accession to the EC. About 150 million 
francs will be granted for low interest rate loans (9.25 percent per annum) 
for research activities, renewal of orchards, hothouse construction, etc. The 
remaining 89 million francs will be distributed as grants to the horticultural 
sector in the southern regions of France. 


The Food and Drug Administration (FDA) is imposing a certification requirement 
for ethylene dibromide (EDB) pesticide residues on all mangoes imported into 


the United States. This action, effective March 22, 1985, was taken because 
recent shipments of Haitian mangoes were found to contain EDB levels in excess 
of the permitted 30 parts per billion (ppb). FDA will detain any shipment 
that contains EDB in excess of 30 ppb or any shipment not accompanied by a 
certificate of analysis. 


COMMODITY UPDATE 


--The New Zealand Kiwifruit Authority has forecast kiwifruit exportable 
production for the season beginning April 1, 1985, at 13.75 million trays 


(50,925 metric tons), an increase of approximately 30 percent above the 
previous year's level. 


--Chilean exports of prickly pears, an edible cactus fruit, are expected to 
reach 700 metric tons in 1985. The principal destinations are the United 


States and Saudi Arabia. In 1984, exports totaled only 45 tons of which 36 
tons went to the United States. 


--Chilean shipments of table grapes and other deciduous fruit are nearing 
normal levels following earthquake damage to port facilities. Shipments from 


the Port of Valparaiso (for U.S. destinations) are considered normal and there 
are no reports of serious delays in loading. As of mid-March, fruit was being 
loaded on a 24-hour basis with minimum load rate requirements using both on- 
and off-shore cranes. For non-U.S. destinations, two piers were in use at the 
Port of San Antonio. Temporary use of a third port (Coquimbo) has now ceased. 


—-Chilels! 19846 exports .of, freshmiruicymvalued sau $293 .6 million, were up 


35 percent from 1983. Exports of table grapes and apples accounted for 
81 percent of the _ total. The remaining fresh fruit exports-—-totaling 
$54.4 million-—-consisted mainly of peaches, nectarines, melons, plums and 
pears.

--Walnut production in China was down in 1984 according to Chinese press 
reports. The Agricultural Counselor's office estimates production at around 
10,000 tons. China usually exports about 12 percent of its crop as inshell 
walnuts and 5 percent as kernels. Exports of walnuts in 1984 are estimated at 
14,565 tons inshell and 6,350 tons shelled. Canada purchases about 50 percent 
of shelled exports and West Germany, Hong Kong, Japan and Singapore account 
for about 70 percent of inshell exports.

--The value of Israel's flower sales dropped 21.4 percent in 1983/84. Part of 
this decline was due to smaller returns from exports. This very 
Capital-intensive activity suffered more than other agricultural sectors from 
the high price of credit. The cold winter in Europe caused additional 
problems in the 1984/85 season as the movement of flowers sensitive to cold 
was extremely limited. As the absorption capacity of the local market 
continues to remain small, whole shipments of flowers have been destroyed. A 
Marked trend towards the production of bulbs and other reproductive material 
as well as efforts to increase production of more hardy types in the open are 
alleviating some of the problems which flower producers face. 


—-The Spanish Ministry of Agriculture places 1984 table olive production at a 


record 308,000 tons, more than double the 1983 outturn of 142,000 tons, 
reflecting improved cultural practices and the on-year in the bearing cycle. 
Production in 1985 is forecast to be lower. Exports in 1984 fell about 
11 percent in response to high domestic olive prices and increased freight 
costs. Spain's accession to the EC should aid table olive exports to member 
countries through the gradual elimination of the 10 percent duty levied on 
Spanish table olives, which will improve their competitive position with other 
suppliers such as Morocco and Tunisia, who now enjoy duty-free access through 
special arrangements. 


--The Government of Spain announced it will subsidize the export of 
10,000 tons of potatoes in order to reduce the surplus from the record 1984 
crop. Trade sources in Spain indicate that these potatoes are being offered 
at $80 per metric ton f.o.b. Spanish ports. Other actions taken include 
promotion of alternative uses in the domestic market (powder and subsidies to 
starch industries) and the establishment of a minimum size of 45 mm 
(1-3/4 inches). The potato exports are likely to be destined to Portugal and 
the United Arab Emirates. U.S. exports to these countries are minimal. 


—tlIranian pistachio production for 1983 and 1984 is now officially estimated 
at 50,000 tons and 35,000 tons, respectively. The 30-percent decline in 
output in 1984 is within normal limits given the highly cyclical nature of 
pistachios. Iran, the world's largest pistachio producer, normally accounts 
for about 40 percent of world production. 


COMMODITY UPDATE 


--For the past three years a U.S. potato processing firm, has been producing 
white-flesh and _russet potatoes in the highlands of Thailand under a joint 


test program with the Royal Family. Because crop yields have been favorable, 
the firm is contemplating investing in a potato freezing plant. It is also 
looking at the other areas in Southeast Asia to market the expected surpluses 
of fresh russets. The United States exported 302 tons of fresh potatoes to 
three Asian Countries last calendar year--Singapore 86 tons, Brunei 54 tons, 
and Hong Kong 161 tons. Japan, Malaysia, Hong Kong and Singapore were the 
largest Asian importers of U.S. frozen french fries. 


--Mexico's fresh strawberry production for the 1984/85 season is estimated at 
58,900 tons, 36 percent below the bumper harvest a year ago, and the smallest 


crop officially recorded during the past 2 decades. This season's reduction 
in production was a direct result of the financial losses experienced by both 
producers and processors last season. In spite of this season's lower 
production, fresh exports are expected to increase to about 2,700 tons. 
Production of frozen strawberries is forecast at 23,000 tons, down 74 percent 
from the revised level of 40,000 tons in 1983/84. A little over one-half of 
Mexico's frozen pack is for the export market, primarily to the United States 
and Canada.

HORTICULTURAL IMPORTS 


U.S. HORTICULTURAL IMPORTS ARE ON THE RISE 


U.S imports of horticultural products have increased steadily throughout the 


past decade. This contrasts with the trend in horticultural exports which 
have declined since 1981. 


The United States imported $5.77 billion worth of horticultural products in 
1984, a 22 percent increase over the previous year. Imports have increased 
71 percent in value since 1980. The increase, however, has not been spread 
equally over all commodities.

The fastest growth was in processed fruit products, mostly frozen concentrated 
orange juice (FCOJ) from Brazil. Total 1984 processed fruit imports were 
valued at $1.2 billion of which two-thirds was fruit juice. Processed 
vegetable imports--canned mushrooms and canned tomato products—-increased a 
third over 1983, and nearly have doubled in value since 1980. Most of the 
long term growth in fresh fruit imports is a result of increased winter time 
imports of Southern Hemisphere produce, such as Chilean grapes. Alcoholic 
beverages (beer and wines) continue to account for the largest share of 
imports—-27 percent of the 1984 total. Growth in this category appears to 
have slowed down after having exploded in the 1970's.

It should be kept in mind that aggregate value figures are in nominal dollars, 
and take neither price changes nor inflation into account. Dividing total 
import value by the domestic Consumer Price Index for food yields an 
"inflation adjusted" five-year increase in import value of 40 percent.

HORTICULTURAL IMPORTS 


Analysis of imports by country of origin shows that Mexico and Brazil together 
account for a quarter of all horticultural imports. Their combined share 
increases to a third if beer and wine are excluded. The bulk of the growth of 
imports from Brazil is frozen concentrate orange juice (FCOJ). 


Colombia, with the third largest share, when alcoholic beverages are excluded, 
provides mostly cut flowers. Canada and Spain have increased their exports to 
the U.S. of a broad range of products. France, Italy, and the Netherlands 
drop out of the "Top Ten" if beer and wine are excluded from the calculations.

Fresh Fruit: Although bananas remain the highest volume fresh fruit import, 
the last several years have seen substantial growth in imports of Southern 
Hemisphere deciduous fruits. In addition to a broad range of Chilean produce, 
importers have taken advantage of the popularity of the Granny Smith apple 
Which is imported from South Africa, New Zealand, Chile, Argentina and 
France. Pineapple imports have decreased, as more of the U.S. crop is sold 
fresh rather than sent to processors. Imports of mangoes have nearly doubled 
in the last five years in the face of increased demand.

Fruit Juice: FCOJ accounts for a larger share of horticultural imports than 
any single commodity except bananas, and is by far the most highly valued 
import which competes with domestic production. The growth in FCOJ imports is 
attributed to the decline in U.S. production caused by 4 freezes in Florida 
during the last 5 seasons. Although the duty is high, a price explosion has 
decreased its effect. A special article in this circular discusses apple 
juice imports.

Fresh Vegetables: Other than expansion of imports of Mexican produce-—-spurred 
by the devaluation of the peso—-the only significant growth in fresh vegetable 
imports has been from Canada, especially potatoes. Canada buys potatoes from 
the U.S. spring and summer crops, and sells fall-harvested potatoes grown in 
the Maritime provinces to U.S. East Coast markets. The Canadians enjoy a 
price advantage, which has increased as the Canadian dollar has slipped in 
value. 


Canned Vegetables: Canned mushroom imports increased again in 1984, following 
the expiration of an import relief measure granted in November 1980. Spain 
and the Netherlands have entered the market, although Taiwan, China and Hong 
Kong continue to supply the largest portion of total imports. Granting of 
most-favored nation status to the People's Republic of China in February 1980 
increased import supplies. In 1983/84 imports accounted for 64 percent of 
U.S. canned mushroom supplies. In response to import competition, the 
domestic mushroom industry has turned more and more to the marketing of fresh 
mushrooms. 


Imported canned tomato products gained a foothold in the U.S. market after 
U.S. producers suffered poor crops in both 1980 and 1981. EC subsidies have 
spurred Italian production and kept prices low. Israel has carved out a niche 
in the tomato sauce market. Tomato product imports provided less than 
2 percent of U.S. supplies in CY 1980, grew to ll percent in 1982 and took 
about 8 percent of the U.S. market in 1983 and 1984.

Wine and Beer: The United States imported 1.3 billion liters of beer and wine 
in 1984, valued at more than $1.5 billion. Wine imports continue to increase 
aS plentiful supplies of French and Italian products continue to be available 
at low prices. Americans are drinking one and one-half times as much wine as 
a decade ago. At the same time, the import share of the U.S. market doubled 
from 12 to an estimated 24 percent. Increased demand for foreign brands has 
spurred the 57 percent growth in the quantity of beer imported since 1980.

APPLE JUICE 


APPLE JUICE SITUATION 


The major apple producing countries' 1/ utilization of apples for processing 
(into juice and other products)) is estimated at 4.3 million tons for 
1984/85. This represents a 3 percent increase from 1983/84. Increases in 
processing utilization in the principal countries exporting concentrated apple 
Juice (CAJ) 2/ vary substantially in magnitude. Austria's is expected to 
double and increases in West Germany, Spain and South Africa will fall in the 
4 to 22 percent range. Processing supplies in Argentina are estimated to be 
Gown 5 percent. 


U.S. imports of apple juice in 1984, valued at $122 million, reached an all 
time high of 635 million liters, single strength equivalent (13.39 brix), up 
12 percent from 1983. Total imports climbed steadily, fueled by a similiar 
trend in imports from four sources—-West Germany, Austria, Spain, South Africa 
and Argentina. U.S. consumption of apple juice has increased sharply in 
recent years. All of the market growth, however, has been captured by 
imports. U.S. utilization of apples for processing into juice is stagnant. 


Imports were equal to about one-half of estimated U.S. apple juice supplies 
during the past 2 seasons and could exceed 50 percent of the market in the 
current season. Total U.S. apple juice availability is forecast to be up 
9 percent in 1984/85 with all of the increase coming from an anticipated 
increase in imports.

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APPLE JUICE 


The large volume of CAJ imports has made the United States a large net 
importer of apples and apple products when expressed in fresh weight 
equivalent. The apple equivalent of CAJ imports in 1984/85 is forecast to be 
five times greater than U.S. fresh apple exports. 


West Germany is an important apple producer and at the same time imports 
Significant quantities of fresh apples and apple juice concentrate. Some 
fresh apple imports (mainly from East European countries) are processed for 
Juice and imports of CAJ are re-exported. Production of CAJ from domestic and 
imported apples in 1984 is estimated at 46,370 tons (262 million liters single 
strength) 3/, up 13 percent from 1983. Available data on CAJ imports indicate 
that of total supplies, imported CAJ comprised 35 percent in 1982 and 
63 percent in 1983. Most of West Germany's CAJ exports are destined for the 
U.S. and Canadian markets. U.S. 1984 imports from West Germany constituted 21 
percent of all U.S. CAJ imports. West Germany is expected to increase its CAJ 
exports to the United States during 1984/85. 


Argentina produced an estimated 39,000 tons of CAJ in 1984, up 30 percent from 
1983. Based on forecasts of increased fresh exports in 1985, juice production 
is not expected to exceed 29,000 tons. U.S. imports of CAJ from Argentina 
reached an all time high of 178 million liters (single strength) in 1984, 
permitting Argentina to regain its position as top supplier to the U.S. 
market. This surge in exports to the U.S. halted a slide in market share from 
a high of 50 percent in 1981 to 23 percent in 1983. 


Argentine exporters continue to benefit from an export subsidy, which was 
reduced in October 1984, if juice is exported from certain ports. Most 
exports move from the Southern (Patagonian) ports of San Antonio and Puerto 
Madryn.

Although Austria is not a significant producer of apples, it is an important 
supplier of CAJ to the U.S. market with a 10 percent share in 1984. Apple 
juice concentrate from Eastern Europe imported in bond for re-export accounts 
for the majority of Austrian availabilities. In 1983, CAJ exports reached 
27,400 tons of which only 5,000 tons was processed from the domestic crop. An 
estimated 83 percent of 1984/85 exports will be supplied from bonded imports. 
The United States, Canada and Sweden are Austria's main export markets. 


Since 1980, Spain's share of the U.S. import market increased substantially 
and now stands at 9 percent. Production in 1983 and 1984 was 7,000 tons and 
10,000 tons, respectively. The bulk of which is destined for the U.S. market. 


Production of CAJ in South Africa has grown steadily in recent years and 


reached 14,580 tons in 1984. An increase of 3 percent is forecast for 1985. 
The United States is the chief outlet for South Africa's CAJ exports.
